New Aor!*, Ort. 12.—Because Mis- 
j si>iiri bas one of the best child labor 
laws in tile country, but no adequate 
machinery for its enforcement, the 
National Child Labor Committee an­ 
nounces that it is glad to co-operate j 
with other organizations in the state 
to work for the establishment of an 
industrial commission by the legisla­ 
ture iii January. 
Industrial commissions, according 
to Hie National Child Labor Commit­ 
tee. have been established in Califor­ 
nia, Massachusetts, New York, Ohio, 
Oregon. 
Pennsylvania, 
Washington 
and Wisconsin and have been very 
successful in enforcing labor laws and 
carrying on investigations of labor 
problems. 
Such a commission would 
centralize the work of the present bu­ 
reau of labor statistics and the fac­ 
tory inspection department. 
In the si a t os where the system has 
been tried it has been found a great 
advantage to have a single authority 
to control all labor questions, and in 
some states the commission has been 
given the right to make rulings which 
have the force of laws and which in 
many cases clear up uncertainties as 
to the interpretation of the law. 
That Missouri needs 
some 
such 
regulation of its system of enforce­ 
ment has often been brought to the 
attention of Hie citizens of the state.) 
In 1912. Chief Factory Inspector W. 
\Y. Williams, of Sedalia, made special 
mention in his annual report of the 
need of more thorough factory inspect­ 
ion, which could only 
be 
brought 
ibout by a better organization of the 
vork and the granting of an appro­ 
priation to cover the expenses of the 
lepartment instead of the present fee
